SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The classification of the video recording entitled Geheime Traume is altered to: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The classification is dependent upon one excision being made to the video recording. 

The video recording was submitted for reconsideration of its classification under 
s42(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). The 
excision involves a scene where a male is depicted urinating in a steady stream 
directly upon the naked genitals of a female. The use of urine is heavily eroticised by 
the focus upon the female’s genitals and the subsequent sexual activity. This means 
that the video promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
activity which is deemed to be objectionable under s3(2)(d) of the FVPC Act. 
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The publication contains a range of other sexual activity including the explicit depiction 
of male to female and female to female sexual activity. The publication contains some 
moderately degrading, dehumanising and demeaning elements involving a woman 
drinking ejaculate from a wine glass and a large group of men engaging in sexual 
intercourse with one woman. Also, the depiction of genitals in close focus while 
participants are engaging in sexual activity dehumanises the females in particular by 
reducing them to objects for male sexual gratification. The brevity of these and other 
similar shots and the consensual nature of the sexual activity mitigates the degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning aspects of the video recording to a degree. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in coming 
to a decision on this publication. Because the publication is deemed objectionable 
under s3(2) of the FVPC Act, the rights and freedoms outlined in si 4 of the NZBR Act 
cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the FVPC Act and are in this case 
overridden. The Classification Office considered whether making excisions would 
alter the classification of the video recording. The excision of the scene involving 
urination from the video recording would result in the publication being restricted to an 
adult audience because of the remaining depictions of explicit sexual activity and the 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning elements discussed above. Such an 
approach is consistent with the NZBR Act. 

The option of making the excision was offered to the authorised distributor, who 
subsequently agreed to the excision in a letter dated 6 November 1998. 
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
